contend that. Burleson’s action in the 
case of the electrical w orkers estab ­ 
lishes a basis which m ust also be rec­ 
ognized in considering 
the dem ands 
of the telegraphers. 
The announcem ent by Frank Mor­ 
rison. secretary of the Am erican F ed­ 
eration of Labor, at Atliantic 
City,

cials of the telegraph com panies and 


representatives of the union is also re­ 
garded as another step toward early 
adjustm ent of the situation.

SECTION I.—That it is deem­

phans’ Homes,” fixed an appropria­ 
tion of $13,000, and provided that the 
home should be established on part 
of the property owned by the state at 
White Sulphur Springs, in Delaware 
county on which the Girls’ 
Reform 
school was located. 
The board of 
managers found this proposition im­ 
practical, and tile following May 25, 
accepted the offer to take over the 
Xenia Home. 
A large force of 
men 
was put to work on the buildings and 
they were ready to present to 
the 
state in August. 
Dr. and Mrs. I. D. 
Griswold were elected the first super­ 
intendent and matron under the state 
management. 
Within the next few 
years the home farm was enlarged, 
and in 1874 a system

training was added to the schools.
